INITIAL FIELDING OF REVERSE FIELD FLAGS 
 
1. All soldiers of the New Jersey Army National Guard (NJARNG) are authorized to wear the  
U.S. flag insignia on the right shoulder of their utility uniform effective 7 June 2004. 
 
2. The Army Chief of Staff, General Peter Schoomaker approved the uniform change as a 
reminder that the Army is engaged in a war at home and abroad.  Soldier’s deadline for 
compliance is 1 October 2005. 
 
3.  J4 has requisitioned and received a bulk order of flags.  Distribution of Reverse Field Flags 
will be accomplished on 20 May at the J4 Office in accordance with Enclosure 1 time schedule.  
Distribution is based on numbers of soldiers who are not deployed/deploying in support of ONE, 
OIF, OEF, or MFO missions.  Deploying soldiers will receive their flags at the Mobilization 
Stations. Unit Representatives will receive number of flags indicated on Enclosure 1.  Each 
enlisted soldier is entitled to 5 flags ( 4 - BDU's, 1 - Field Jacket).  Officers will have to purchase 
their flags.   
 
4.  Instructions for Sewing on Flags:   
 
 a.   The flag should be sewn one half inch below the right shoulder seam.  If a combat patch is 
worn, the flag is sewn one-eighth inch below the combat patch.   
 
 b.  J4 has set aside money so units can have flags sewn on at no cost to the individual soldier.  
To utilize this money Units Will: 
 
  (1)  Identify a local vendor who can sew on the flag IAW para 4a above.  When identifying 
a vendor, insure vendor accepts a government credit card and advise vendor that we are tax 
exempt.  The cost for sewing on 1 flag will not exceed $1.50. 
 
  (2)  Prepare a DA Form 3953 (Purchase Request and Commitment) and submit to Lucy 
Brogle (J8-SSD  609-562-0264).  Lucy will provide control number for use of government credit 
card. 
 
  (3)  Attach Enclosure 2 (Unit Roster of Names, Quantity Submitted,  Date Submitted) to 
DA Form 3953.  It is anticipated that units will complete process with 2 visits to vendor 
identified.
